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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is responsive to communications filed 12 September 2005. 

2. Per applicant's request, amended claims 1-3, 5-8, 10 : 12, 17-19, 21-24, 26-28, 33 and 34 have 
been entered. Claims 9, 13-16, 25, 29-32 and 35 have been canceled. Claims 1-8, 10-12, 17-24, 26-28, 
33 and 34 are pending. 

3. Claims 1-8, 10-12, 17-24, 26-28, 33 and 34 have been examined. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 8 and 9 of the Remarks, filed 12 September 2005, with 
respect to claims 1-8, 10-12, 17-24, 26-28, 33 and 34 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 11, 12, 17, 18, 21, 22, 27, 28, 33 and 34 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 
and the rejection of claims 3, 4, 7, 8, 19, 20, 23 and 24 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter & Examiner's Statement ofReason(s) for Allowance 

5. Claims 1-8, 10-12, 17-24, 26-28, 33 and 34 (renumbered as 1-24) are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest found prior art of record, specifically, U.S. Patent 6,301,708 to Gazdik et al., 
(hereinafter "Gazdik"), taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or reasonably suggest a method 
of installing a program in a computing device in accordance with independent claim 1 . Specifically, 
Gazdik does not teach for each installation property used during installation of the program, storing the 
installation property in a fleset, wherein storing the installation property in the fileset further includes determining if 
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the installation property is to be masked, and not storing the installation property in the fileset if the installation 
property is to be masked (claim 1). Similar limitations are recited in independent claims 11, 17, 27, 33 
and 34. 

Instead, Gazdik discloses a method for installing and uninstalling software which provides 
the capability of fragmenting the process into multiple independent files. Each of the data files 
contains the characteristics of the software component, as well as the commands to be executed for 
installation and unexecuted during installation. However, Gazdik does not provide the ability to 
mark an installation characteristic, command or property as being masked, and upon determining 
that the installation characteristic, command or property is to be masked, excluding the installation 
property or command from being stored in the data files. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
